HARROWING EXPERIENCES 


OF HOTEL FIRE SURVIVORS; 
MANY SLID. DOWN ROPES 


Refugees, Routed in Night 
Clothes, Describe Scram- 
ble in Smoke-Filled Halls 
and_ Perilous 


From Windows. 


Descent 


Heavy knotted .opes, anchored 
at window sills, saved the lives of 
many persons in the Buckingham 
Hotel annex fire this morning. 

Most of those who escaped and 
related their experiences to Post- 
Dispatch reporters came down the 
ropes. Some slid and burned their 
hands from friction. Others came 
down, hand over hand, sailor- 


fashion. Some tost their holds and 
fell short distances, uninjured. 
Others found the end of their ropes 
several feet off the ground, and 
dropped that distance. 

Virtually ¢very tale was the 
same. First sinstinct was to rush 
into the corridors, but the corri- 
dors were smoke-filled and unlit. 
Escape in that direction was {m- 
possible and the guests, men and 
women. turned to the ropes. Smoke 
in. their rooms awakened most of 
them. All heard terrified shrieks 
through the building, ch: ‘ly the 
cries of women. 

Reporters who reached the scene 
shortly after the alarm found the 
refugees, still shivering and nefrv- 
ously shocked, gathered in groups 
in the lobby of the Buckingham 
Hotel or in nearby apartment 
buildings. All were scantily clad 
None had opportunity to get cloth- 
ing other than overcoats which 
they threw on over night apparel. 
Most had come into the freezing 
weather—25 degrees above zero— 
with bare feet. They agreed that 
it seemed “a very long time” be- 
tween their awakening and the ar- 
rival of the Fire Department. 

Residents of neighborhood ho- 
tels, roused by the clanging arrival 
of the Fire Department, came to 
ithe aid of the refugees with wear- 
ing apparel. Coffee was served to 
the refugees in the Buckihgham 
lining room. 

Escapes Down Knotted Rope.

Mrs. Conn was the 
Capt. Luthe: H. Conn, who was a 
veteran of Morgan's Confederate 
Cavairy. and who lived in St. Louis 
from 1867 until his death, at the 
age of 80, five years ago. He at 
one time owned the Grant farm, 
on Gravois road, and improved ‘he 
premises to attract visitors. He 
was active in the movement for cs- 
tablishing Forest Park, and was 
for many years a member of «he 
board controlling Lafayette Park, 
now a part of the city park sys- 
tem. He was in the real estate 
business here for 20 years.

Greathouse said that as he 
turned away from the Laclede 
avenue box hc heard the sirens of 
approaching fire apparatus. 
Watchman Driven Back by Smoke. 

Meadows, the watchman, and 
Greathouse, ran through the cor 
ridors, shouting.to the guests and 
pounding on doors. Meadows had 
found it inipossible, because of 
smoke, to pass through the corri 
dor connecting the two annex 
buildings, so had to return firs: 
‘> the lobhy of the west annex 
There he turned on the house 
alarm, sounding bells In all room 
of both wings. 

A moment later, the " eckthinaot 
women and the shouts of men 
were heard throughout the build- 
ings. Many of the guests were el- 


derly persons, and sonte hesitated 
to leave the building because of 
the freezihg temperature. 

Some tarried to throw valuables 
from windows, others hurried to 
the fire escapes, or, finding it Tm- 
possible to reach them, uncoiled 
the knotted ropes which were at- 
tached to spikes ‘beneath their 
windows. This proved a difficult 
way of escape, and painful for 
those with bare hands, but it took 
those who tried it to safety. except 
for Mrs. Edith Gray, who was seri- 
ously injured when she lost her 
grip on the rope and fell. 

The flames, rising 
above the adjoining Buckingham 
Hotel and apartment buildings, 
drew hundreds of early spectators. 
Later thousands viewed the scene. 

One of the first to respond to 
the alarms was Chief James_O'Don- 
nell of the Salvage Corps. He saw 
flames shooting out of the first, 
second and third floor windows of 
the annex rear—“a damned bad 
fire,”” as he expressed it. He im- 
mediately summoned all three sal- 
vage companies and gave orders 
that his men were to forget about 
salvage work for the time being 
and were to help the city firemen 
in rescuing guests. 

Hook and ladder companies 
raised aerial and extension ladders 
to the upper stories and rescued 
about 15 guests this way. 

Spread of Flames Checked, 

Fanned by a light breeze, the fire 
gain headway, and it was feared 
the flames might spread’ to the 
annex building to the west and t9 
the Yorkleigh Apartments to the 
east, at 4954 West Pine. Firemen 
went to the Yerkleigh roof and 
poured huge quantities of water in- 
to the adjoining structure. At the 
same time the fire was being 
four by other firerfren from all 
Sides. -The fire was placed under 
control, but had wot been exting- 
uished entirely by daybreak, 


Isaac T. Cook, who has been re- 
ceiver for the joint hotel proper- 
ties for several months, and Ed- 
ward J. Hennessey, general mnaa- 
ager of them, both estimated ‘the 
damage at $170,000.

Miss Elizabeth O’Brien of 8112

Texas recently. 
Second Fire Within Year. 


The fire was the second with- 
in a~year in the same wing of the 
Buckingham Annex, a blaze hav- 
ing occurred on the fourth floor 
Dec. 17 last, without causing loss 
of life. ‘ 

An investigation was ordered by 
Chief of Police Gerk as to the 
cause of today’s fire. The inquiry 
includes the question of prompt- 
ness in giving the alarm, there be- 
ing reports that a watchman spent 
several minutes in trying to put 
out the flames before calling any- 
one else. 

Four of Five Nurses on Fourth 
Floor Injuned in Escape. 
Five Jewish Hospital nurses, re 
siding in a fourth-floor suite of the 
annex, because the hospital has no 
nurses’ home, were awakened by 
the smoke. They are Mrs. Alice 
Gresham, 34: Miss Bertha Lee 
Barr, 21; Miss Myrtle Morris, 39.

Involves Leasing of Field and 76 
Acres Adjoining at Cost 
of $50,000. 

The Municipal Airport Plan and 
Scope Committee, at a meeting at 
the Mayor's office today, formally 
approved the plan of Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert for the leasing by 
the city of the 170-acre Lambert- 
St. Louls Flying Field, and a 76- 
acre tract adjoining, with a view to 
their permanent acqulsition 
through a bond issue. 

The plan involves expenditure of 
$50,000 from the city’s current 
revenues. The three members of 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, who are the Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the 
soard Aldermen, were present 
and approved the plan for an ordi- 
nance, to be presented to the Board 
of Aldermen. Of the $50,000, §40,- 
000 is for drainage, night lights, 
roads and temporary buildings, and 
$10,000 is for the rental and to ap- 
ply on the proposed purchase price 
of the 76-acre tract. Lambert will 
receive a rental of $1 a year under 
the lease, to run until after next 
November, when a vote cin be tak- 
en on the bond issue preposal, and 
if the plan is defeated by the yot- 
ers, he promises to prolong the 
lease on the same nominal terms.

The 
result ts a great reversal of opinion that 
pajnts toward reversal of British policy, and 
a gesture of challenge w cere, though it pre- 
sumes to emphasize and vindicate the 
British position at Geneva, actually so vin- 
dicates ‘and emphasizes the American posi- 
tion there instead. 

Thus, outwardly, the administration at 
Washington takes wp consideration of a 
naval program for the United States as if 
there had been no Geneva conference. In- 
wardly. it may well be guessed such consid- 
eration is based on confi:r med belief that the 
British public, far from desiring expensive 
competition, earnestly desires that parity 
which was the aim of America when the 
conference was called. As was pointed out 
when the conference broke up. parity is 
merely a matter of America’s building to 
whatever point she chooses to build.

Archibald Flower Here in Inter- 
est of Shakspeare Memorial 
Theater Fund. 


A luncheon was given at Hotel 
Statler today by the St. Louis Ter- 
centenary Shakspeare Society in 
honor of Archibald Flower, former 
Mayor of Stratford-on-Avon, En- 
gland, Shakspeare’s birthplace, and 
chairman of the governors of the 
Shakspeare Memorial Theater. 

Flower, who is touring America 
with his wife as guests of the En- 
glish-Speaking Union agd in behalf 
of the memoria] theater, arrived 
here from Kansas City, Mo., yes- 
terday and is at Hotel Chase. A 
group of educators, women’s club 
leaders and others attended the 
luncheon. This morning, Flower

That is whgt I wish we could im- 
press upon people, and for that I 
am here, instead of home, where I 
would like to be with a pack of 
dogs, rustling over the hills.”

Thrilling Rescue of 24, 

The storm that drove the Cibao 
| aground almost frustrated the res- 
| cue of her crew. The ingenuity of 
the life savers, however, won out 
over the waves that threatened to 
dash the Coast Guard boats to 
pieces against the Cibao’s sides 
everytime they approached her. 

On shouted instructions from. the 
guardsmen, the Cibao’s 24 men tied 
, | ropes around their bodies and 
' threw the loose ends into the water. 
| When the ropes were picked up by 
the guard boats, the steamer’s men 
leaped into the water, to be towed 
ithe three miles to shore. All were 
‘landed safely, although several 
ere unconscious when pulled out 
of the surf.

This honor goes to Lou 
Gehrig of the Yankees, named by 
the A. L. some time ago. Waner 
was born April 16, 1903, and Geh- 
rig, June 19, of the game year. 

The right fielder proved one of 
the main cogs in the Pittsburg 
machine throughout the season. He 
was the league’s champion batter 
with a mark of .379. and was one 
of the best men on the club when 
it came to driving in runs. In ad- 
dition, he fielded in sensational 
style and he was one of the few 
outfielders, who during the season 
had more than 20 assists. There 
Was many a fame in the campaign 
when Brother Lioyd got on the 
bases, so that Brother Paul could 
drive him homie. 

Waner has had one of the most 
meteoric careers in the national 
pastime. Starting as a professional! 
with the San Francisco club of the 
Pacific Coast League in 1923, “Big 
Poison.” as he was known around 
the circuit a year ago, has never 
batted under the .300 mark. In 
1926, his first campaign in the big 
tent, he finished with .336 and he 
came back in 1927 with .379. Waner 
is a line hitter. There is nothing 
fluky about his swats. 

371 Mark for Five Years. 

Last season when the Cardinals 
were making their first extended 
swing around the circuit, the ques- 
tion of batters came up and during 
the discusiion, several of the 
Cardinal players remarked.
